Reminiscences of George Brodrick, Liberal politician and author; contains matter 
relating to his life at Eton, 1843-48, in India, 1848-50, at Oxford, 1850-54, as Times 
writer, 1860-73, Warden of Merton College, Oxford, 1881-1900, the Gladstone cabinet of 
1869, the Irish question, America in 1873, Huxley.

The Scottish reformation, its 
epochs, episodes, leaders, and distinctive characteristics ; edited 
by D. Hay Fleming, with a biographical sketch of the author

A history of the Scottish reformation, 1528-44, by an authority on Scotch church 
history, professor of church history in St. Andrew’s University, author of “The West- 
minster Assembly; its history, etc., 1883-97”; contains accounts of the work of the leaders 
of the reformation, Patrick Hamilton, George Wishart, Knox, Alesius, and of the consti- 
tution of the reformed church as set forth in the Scottish Confession of 1560, the Book 
of Common Order, and the Book of Discipline. The contemporary histories are those by 
Calderwood, Spottiswoode, and Knox.

Journal of John Coke, Deputy Treasurer of the navy, 1599, etc.; describes 
the naval history of England from 1596 to 1603, relations with Spain and Ireland, the 
Cadiz expedition of 1596 and Porto Rico expedition of 1598, naval operations of Essex, 
Ralegh, Vere, and Mountjoy, and their influence on military operations; of special 
interest to students of naval and Elizabethan history.

Ireland in the 18th century” (New York 1893, 5v.), arguing that the penal laws were a 
political measure necessitated by the attitude of Catholic powers abroad and factions at 
home, that the Treaty of Limerick was not violated, etc. From an English point of
